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Amazon 
to release 
new Fire 
tablet

Amazon will begin selling the new 
Fire HD 6 tablet on Oct. 2; this time, 
the new tablet has a different look than 
the previous Fire HD generations, ac- 
cording to the Amazon’s website. 

The tablet, a smaller version of the 
Kindle Fire, features a high-definition 
display of 1200 by 800 pixels and is 
available in five colors — not just the 
standard black, according to the store’s 
website. The color options include a 
black, white, magenta, citron or a co- 
balt body color, according to Amazon’s 
website. 

Other features of the Fire HD 6 in- 
clude a front and rear-facing camera, 
which can be used for communicating 
via Skype or taking selfies, as stated on 
Amazon’s website. The Second Lien 
Modification Program camera also 
allows users to record videos in high 
resolution, according to Amazon’s 
website. 

Amazon decided to stick with “eco- 
nomic” pricings when they presented 
a Fire HD 6 with 4 6-inch, 8GB tablet 
that ranges between $99 to $134 — de- 
pending on the memory amount — ac- 
cording to Amazon’s website. 

“T never considered buying a tablet 
from Amazon because they look really 
cheap and basic, but I guess they’re re- 
ally trying to step up their game now,” 
junior sociology major Chris Saenz 
said. “Usually the basic tablets have 
like. the worst screen ever, no camera 
or are just a boring boxy tablet except 
[Amazon] is setting the completion 
now.” 

The Fire HD 6 is also available in a 
7-inch display and can cost anywhere 
from $139 to $174, also depending on 
the device’s memory, according to 
Amazon’s website. The size of the tab- 
lets allows users to put it in their back 
pockets, according to theverge.com, a 
news outlet that covers technology, sci- 
ence, art and culture. 

“T really like tablets; they’re easier to 
carry than a computer, but they can also 
be very expensive,” senior economics 
major, Vanessa Mota said. “The [Fire 
HD] is really affordable, and it seems 
like you can pretty much do the same 
stuff you can on an iPad, for a smaller 
fraction of the price though.”

Competitors at Cal State Long 
Beach’s Outdoor Adventure Club 
took selfies on the sand for points on 
Saturday as part of a national Out- 
door Nation Campus Challenge that 
will last eight weeks. 

Points are tallied individually by 
the amount of selfies each partici- 
pant takes of himself or herself do- 
ing an outdoor activity, according to 
Outdoor Nation Campus Challenge 
website terms and conditions. The 
participants would then. upload the 
selfies to his or her profile on Out- 
door Nation, according to the terms 
and conditions. 

Each selfie is worth 10 points and, 
after they are posted, the points are 
automatically tallied for that college, 
as mentioned in the terms and condi- 
tions. Scores, rankings and points are 
viewable by the public online so they 
can view their ranks and see where 
they’re placed nationwide, accord- 
ing to the online leaderboards’ posts 
on Outdoor Nation’s Campus Chal- 
lenge’s website. 

Since Saturday, CSULB held their 
rank against larger schools in the 
east, such as University of Central 
Florida, according to the online lead- 
erboards’ posts. 

“Tt is our first year, and we think of 
it as sort of a pilot, we like to think of 
it like March madness meets Mother 
Nature,” said Chris Fanning, the ex- 
ecutive director of the Outdoor Foun- 
dation. “...there has been an incred- 
ible decline in outdoor participation 
among the younger generation, and 
I think it’s resulting in part to child 
obesity and child inactivity crisis,” 
she said. 

This competition pits 10 selected 
schools nationwide in a battle royal 
to see who can be the National Out- 
door Champion; all 10 qualified 
schools are listed online at oncamp- 
uschallenge.org. 

“We started about four or five 
years ago this thing called Outdoor 
Nation, which is all about inspiring 
and empowering young people, par- 
ticularly college students, to activate 
their generation to get outdoors,” 
Fanning said.

Rose said that she hopes the premiere event will 
“continue for years.”

Examining the ethics and efficacy of drone strikes 


he march of civiliza- 
tion towards the 
present has endowed 
mankind with count- 
less revolutionary 
technologies that 
have raised our quality of life to an un- 
precedented standard. Yet, along with 
these innovations comes a more insidi- 
ous category: the advent of weapons 
that have irreversibly changed the face 
of warfare. In the early 20th century, 
the Industrial Revolution yielded the 
ability of states to mass produce tanks, 
airplanes and jeeps, thereby providing 
each state with a war machine with 
far more sinister capabilities than ever 
before. In the second half of the past 
century, during the bipolar internation- 
al structure of the Cold War, nuclear 
warheads and ICBM’s emerged onto 
the world stage and threatened the con- 
tinuity of the human race, raising fears 
that we could very well be the cause of 
our own demise. 

And now, a new technology has 
transformed the face of warfare, 
precisely because it eliminates the 
risk of losing warriors from its user’s 
calculus. Since the state employing 
this technology does not run the risk 
of suffering casualties to its armed 
forces, the bar for waging war has 
been dramatically lowered; the price 
of war now comes at a discount, nay, a 
clearance sale, but not without tragic 
consequences for the civilians residing 
in the targeted country. 

Of course, I’m talking about drone 


warfare, which the United States has 
employed against non-state actors such 
as al-Qaeda, al-Shabab and now ISIS 
in countries such 
as Yemen, Paki- 
stan, Afghani- 
stan, Somalia 
and now Iraq 
and Syria. In his 
televised speech 
to the nation 
regarding our 
mission to “ulti- 
mately degrade 
and destroy” 
ISIS on Sept. 10, 
President Barack Obama touted the use 
of drones as a fundamental element 
of the U.S. counterterrorism strategy 
and stated that this strategy “...is one 
that we have successfully pursued in 
Yemen and Somalia for years.” 
However, the use of drones in 
Yemen, Pakistan, Afghanistan and 
Somalia has been nothing of the sort; 
rather, they have resulted in a tragic 
level of collateral damage, the rise of 
even more anti-American and extrem- 
ist sentiment, a rise in the presence of 
al-Qaida and no meaningful benefits 
besides the deaths of a few top-level 
leaders in al-Qaeda and its affiliates 
(who can be easily replaced). Since 
the United States has recently crossed 
over the precipice of war in response to 
ISIS’ rampage through Iraq and Syria, 
the time is now to assess the efficacy 
and ethics of drone warfare; although 
I do support the use of airstrikes and 
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The use of drones has provided al-Qaeda 
and its affiliates across the Middle East with 
a highly effective tool for propaganda and 


recruiting 


drone strikes against ISIS in both Iraq 
and Syria, our past use of drones in the 
War on Terror indicates that collateral 
damage is likely for the civilian popu- 
lation in both Iraq and Syria. 

One horrific incident in particular 
serves as a reminder of the tragic lev- 
els of collateral damage which can ac- 
company the use of drones: in 2009, a 
drone equipped with Tomahawk Cruise 
Missiles killed 41 people, including 14 
women and 21 children in Yemen. Re- 
flecting the widespread anti-American 
sentiment that the use of drones has 
produced across the Middle East, an 
elderly man posted a video on YouTube 
immediately after the incident, and 
stated: “If they kill innocent children 
and call them al-Qaeda, then we are 
all al-Qaeda. If children are terrorists, 
then we are all terrorists.” 

Tragically, this is not an isolated 
incident: a joint study released by 
Stanford University and the New York 
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School of Law found that the United 
States’ use of drones has killed an av- 
erage of 50 civilians for each terrorist 
taken out by our 
targeted killings. 

It is often ar- 
gued that drones 
are the most 
effective way to 
target the senior 
leadership of ter- 
rorist organiza- 
tions, especially 
in countries that 
lack a strong, 
centralized 
government capable of combatting the 
terrorist enclaves in their midst. Ad- 
vocates of drone warfare consistently 
point to its ability to target groups 
which threaten our interests in the re- 
gion and our national security at home 
without the costs of putting boots on 
the ground. 

However, the ethics and even the 
efficacy of drone strikes in eliminating 
the enemy is highly in doubt, thereby 
rendering the use of drones arguably 
counterproductive. According to a new 
book by Gregory Johnsen, a journalist 
who focuses on Islamic extremism and 
its impact on Yemen, al-Qaida’s pres- 
ence has tripled in size within Yemen 
over the past three years. Collateral 
damage has radicalized many Yemenis 
who see every American drone strike 
that kills another woman or child as 
further justification to either tacitly or 
materially support al-Qaeda’s terrorist 
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agenda. The civilian casualties, says 
Johnsen, are “exacerbating the prob- 
lem and expanding the organization,” 
according to his new book entitled The 
Last Refuge: Yemen, al-Qaeda, and 
America’s War in Arabia. 

Drone warfare has had a similar 
impact in Pakistan; for example, the 
Bureau of Investigative Journalism 
reports that drones have killed between 
474 and 881 Pakistani civilians since 
2004, out of 2,562 to 3,325 total 
deaths. The civilian death toll is likely 
to be significantly higher since this 
report was released in 2012. Addi- 
tionally, the underreporting problem 
is compounded by the fact that the 
United States counts all killed adult 
males as “combatants,” absent exoner- 
ating evidence. 

Despite countless years of drone 
warfare, extremism continuesto:linger 
and proliferate across the Middle 
East. The use of drones has provided 
al-Qaeda and its affiliates across the 
Middle East with a highly effective 
tool for propaganda and recruiting; 
thus, America must seriously consider 
its tactics if ISIS continues to mix with 
the populations in Syria and Iraq any 
more than they already have. Although 
some would argue that drone warfare 
has been effective in eliminating se- 
nior members of terrorist organizations 
such as al-Qaeda and its affiliates, the 
staggering amount of collateral dam- 
age from its use casts serious doubts 
about the ethics and efficacy of drone 
strikes.

The first of the thirteen short films that was 
shown on the dance department’s new 14.5 foot 
blow-up screen in the courtyard was The Dance 
Center at CSULB: The House that Joan Built. 
Crosby directed the documentary film, which cen- 
tered on the late Joan Schlaich. 

Sclaich was the driving force behind the cre- 
ation of the Department of Dance at CSULB, 
which celebrated its 20th Anniversary last semes- 
ter. 

Screen dance is different from a narrative film 
because there is rarely a story line, and it often 
needs little character development; much like stage 
dance, the content relies on movement to produce 
the intended emotional effect, Crosby said.

choreography for the camera is different 

because the camera removes the limitations of 
the proscenium stage and allows the viewer to 
view the choreography from 360 degree vs. a static 
theater seat,” Crosby said. 

_ The film festival is a CSULB event that only ac- 
cepts films created by dance students, dance fac- 
ulty, staff and dance alumni. 

“People should care about the film festival be- 
cause it is a free event that showcases the 

works of the CSULB dance community,” Rodri- 
guez-Scholz said. 

Rodriguez-Scholz also said that every year, it’s 
hard to pick films, but she always feels that the 
event provides a great evening for the audience to 
enjoy. 

The majority of the films featured in this year’s 
festival were produced by Crosby and Colleen Du- 
nagan in Dance 420 at CSULB, a class that focuses 
on filmmaking techniques for choreography; in- 
cluding preproduction and idea development. 

“The tools a performing artist takes away from 
a course like this go far beyond creating 

screen dance,” said Crosby. “Now they have a 
stronger knowledge base, when managing their 


video portfolio of performances reels, choreogra- 
phy reels, archived dance performances and tech- 
niques for hosting [or] distributing them online.” 

Most of the films featured modern dance and 
had their own emotional and humorous take on 
storytelling. 

All the films featured were well-received by the 
audience, but some attendees had their favorites. 

Artur Varjapetian, a senior dance major who 
danced in The Quiet and Plucked, said he en- 
joyed Dark Serenity because it had some inter- 
esting settings, the opposition between light and 
dark. 

“There were interesting dancers in the film, I 
liked the choreography,” Varjapetian said. 

Department Chair of Dance Andy Vaca also ex- 
pressed excitement about the night. 

He said the film that he was drawn to emotion- 
ally was The Quiet because of its 

simplicity; he was also drawn to A Series of 
Broken Things because he thought it was very 

clever, and it takes the sentimental character 
that naturally takes her into the world of dance. 

“T liked all the films, and I enjoyed the whole 
evening,” Vaca said.

Four Clowns is a Los Angeles com- 
pany that tours nationally and is five 


years old, Kevin Klein, a member of the 
clowning troupe said.

On stage, the members taught basic 
clowning techniques to around 20 peo- 
ple. The techniques included stretch- 
ing, swift body and hand movements 
and sounds.

Series is strong 


Playing around with “Star Wars” 
mythology can be as dangerous as 
juggling a lightsaber. One false move 
and it’s a disaster. 

Despite such potential, Disney 
XD’s new series “Star Wars Reb- 
els”_an animated tale that takes place 
somewhere between the end of “Star 
Wars: Revenge of the Sith” and the 
“Star Wars: A New Hope” is strong 
enough entertain on its own. 

The one-hour Disney Channel 
special “Star Wars Rebels: Spark of 
Rebellion,” which serves as a plat- 
form to introduce the series, does the 
Rebel Alliance proud. It’s fast-paced 
action features a group of misfits who 
would easily fit in: with Has Solo, 
Chewbacca and the rest of the “Star 
Wars” gang. And the musical score 
and sound effects resonate as if off 
the frozen plains of Hoth. 

In keeping with the channel’s di- 
rection of building shows around 
strong young men, the central figure 
in “Spark” is Ezra (voiced by Taylor 
Gray), a con artist who has survived 
using his wits and fast reflexes. He 
runs into a crew under the guidance 
of Kanan (Freddie Prinze Jr.), a Jedi 
who survived the devastation in the 
“Star Wars” third film. They must 


work together for mutual survival. 

Ezra comes across with the same 
anger and energy as a young Luke 
Skywalker in “Star Wars” A New 
Hope.” 

“Spark of Rebellion” does a nice 
job of creating a group of heroes and 
villains who could easily slip into the 
franchise. That’s particularly true of 
Vanessa Marshall’s Hera and David 
Oyelowo’s Agent Kallus. Marshall 
gives the series a nice emotional core, 
while Oyelowo provides the kind of 
relentless villain needed to keep this 
band of heroes on the run. 

It takes some adjustment to watch 
the animation. In this day of detailed 
CGI work, the blockiness of some of 
the characters, such as the Wookiees, 
looks a little too primitive. It’s not a 
factor when the scenes call for ani- 
mated ships or helmeted characters. 

“Spark of Rebellion” does a good 
job of setting up the characters and 
establishing its foothold in the “Star 
Wars” universe. That’s not an easy 
thing to do. This isn’t a replacement 
for a new “Star Wars” movie, but it 
strong enough to add to the growing 
“Star Wars” legacy.

The Long Beach State men’s water polo team 
took the weekend off from competition and hosted 
a pair of exhibition games against Long Beach City 
College and LBSU alumni at Campus Pool on Sat- 
urday. 

Ranked sixth in the Mountain Pacific Sports 
Federation, the 49ers knocked off LBCC 14-3 in 
the home opener, but they were beaten 13-8 by vet- 
eran 49ers who graduated between the classes of 
1969 and 2013. : 

One of those alumni was a graduate from the 
class of 1986, Chris Costa, who brought his son Sa- 
bian, 14, to the game. 

“It’s nice to see how the game is developing and 
how the team is doing,” Costa said. “It’s a lot of 
fun. My son is playing high school water polo, 
[and] he got to see how we used to play.” 

Exhibition games won't affect the 49ers’ record; 
both teams came out hard in the opening sprint of 
the alumni match. 

“This was the best turnout on alumni day since 
I’ve been here,” eighth-year head coach Gavin Ar- 
royo said. : 

The 49ers started off fast when junior center 
Ricardo Guimares scored two goals in the first 
quarter against LBCC. Junior defender Zacchary 
Kappos and freshman utility Jacob Fujioka also 
scored. . 

By halftime, LBSU led 8-2; in the second half, 
LBCC scored only one goal. 

“It gave us a chance to play one of the better ju- 
nior college programs,” Arroyo said. “We both live 
in the same city, and we want to create that natural 
pipeline for [LBCC] players with LBSU.” 

About two hours later, LBSU came back out to 
face its alumni. 

Most of the 49ers on the alumni roster finished 
their college career last season in 2013. The roster 
included: Brian Schiefer, Will Mathison, Carter 
Taylor, Rob Robinson and Spencer White. 

Once again, Guimares scored the first goal of

The alumni team moved ahead 10-7 in the first 
three minutes of the fourth quarter after Arroyo 
substituted Kappos in at goalkeeper. 

Brian Schultz, graduate from the class of 1995 
and former LBSU goalkeeper, gave up the last goal 
to his son, LBSU freshman Caleb Schultz, who 
skipped a shot to the back of the net. 

“He’s probably going to have to walk home 
now,” Brian Schultz said.
